We shall not mourn if Mr. Warner 
Miller, tlie candidate of the half-breeds 
at Albany, is defeated; for he isthe man 
who utilized a seat in the forty-sixth 
congress to lobby in the interest of his 
wood-pulp factory. He gave his best en- 
ergies to defeating a proposition to re- 
move the scandalous duty on wood-pulp 
—a duty that lets such men as Congress- 
men Miller and Rassell charge what they 
please for the products of their mills. 
These two worthies succeeded in retain- 
ing their monopoly in wood-pulp, and if 
Miller should be elected to the senate he 
would undoubtedly continue to be the 
Great Palp Monopolist. 
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THis is the season and the particular 
time of that season for panics in the 
south—the time-when a mere rumor of 
the presence of disease renders people 
senseless—when we hear daily about 
sporadic cases of this or that, every one 
of which may of course involve some- 
thing epidemic. To those who are 
scheming to get away from the dusty 
town to mountain or seaside, these re- 
ports may be useful, but to all others 
they are simply nonsense. The entire 
range of the south was never freer under 
a July sun of dangerous disease than it 
isto day. There has not been on land a 
sinzle case of yellow fever or cholera. 
There is in the south less cholera infan- 
tuim, smal! pox or native fevers than in 
the north. And New Jersey can dis- 
count us in mosquitoes. 


Tne Washington Gazette thinks that 
areform is necessary in orderto fully 
preserve ourchief magistrate’s health 
and usefulness, and it offers these reme- 


dies: 

First—The separation of the official executive 
quar.ers from the presidential residence. 

Second— The appointment or detailing of some 
one competent to meet all callers, but those 
whose official position warrant or require their 
direct admission to the president. 

Third—The setting apart of some one or more 
days per week, on which, for an hour or so each 
day, the president shall receive and ‘be introduced 
w all proper persoas calling upon him. 


This would require the building of a 
private official fesidence for the presi- 
dential family, the white h6use being 
needed for the transaction of executive 
business, for a library, and for executive 
records. No record is now kept of cabi- 
net meetings, and each president carries 
away all the letters, records, etc., of his 
term. This should not be. There should 
be an executive office, and the Gazette is 
confident that congress will at the com- 
ing session make material changes in a 
plan that we have wholly out-grown. 

The State Capitol Question. 

The developments cf the past few days 
as made in THe ConstiTv1ion’s news 
columns lead to the hope that the legis- 
lature will at its present session start a 
new capitol for Georgia. 

The arguments in favor of such a 
course are simply unanswerable. They 
were admirably condensed by Speaker 
Bacon wi.en he said that the whole ques- 
tion had but two elements, viz—Does 

Georgia. need a new capitol, and can she 
afford to build one? That she needs one 
is too apparent for discussion. _ The pres- 
ent building is inadequate, unhealthy, 
and insecure. It is in danger of fire, and 
is 80 poorly ventilated that it has caused 
the death of several members. That 
the state is able to build is just as cer- 
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corn laws. The farmers were in favor of 
the tax on corn, while the manufactu- 
rers and others, led by Richard Cobdeo, 
opposed it and insisted that the ports of 
Great Britain should be thrown open to 
the world. In this country the manu- 
facturers, who have become monopolists 
under our present disgraceful system of 
protection, are rabid protectionists, 
while the farmers, in a feeble, timid sort 
of way, characteristic of those who are 
too shortsighted to recognize the bene- 
fits of co-operation, are supposed to be 
in favor of free trade, and they thus find 
themselves ranged with the best thought 
of the country. 

Great Britain is beginning to discover, 
however, that free trade does not follow 
when one country, no matter how im- 
portant its commercial relations, throws 
open its ports. To be free trade there 
must be reciprocity. If, when Great 
Britain opened her ports, the United 
States and other commercial nations had 
followed suit, then the world would have 
experienced the happy results of genuine 
free trade. As it is, our own monoyolies 
have had an opportunity to prey upon 
people at home and abroad, and, such is 
the readiness with which the human 
mind seizes upon fallacies,the tax-payers 
have not only tolerated but ap- 
planded a system of robbery 
and gpoliation that probably has 
no parallel outside the mode) republic. 
They cannot even secure a modification 
ofthe monstrous oppression; they can- 
not even depend upon the sincerity of 
the mea who are elected to represent 
them in congress. The people are how 
paying into the treasury surplus revenue 
amounting toone hundred millions a 
year, and yet the men- they send te 
congress cannot be prevailed upon to 
secure a reduction of the present out- 
rageous tariff, though every sane con- 
gressman must know that the duties 
fixed on articles that might compete 
with those of American manufacture are 
only another and a most monstrous form 
of taxation. 

That this system of war taxation 
has boen retained during nearly twenty 
years Of profound peace is dueto the 
fact that our public-inen fall victims to a 
species of corruption which has no legal 
definition. It isinsidious and inevitable. 
No sooner is a congressman secure in his 
seat than he begins to plan and plot for 
re-election. Every public interest is 
made subordinate to this. He was elect- 
ed to look after the interests of the peo- 
ple, but these at once become subordi- 
nate to his own interests, and he devotes 
himself {oa career which is royally di- 
vided between making speeches which 
are never heard or read, and in burden- 
ing the mails with patent office reports 
and weevil-eaten garden seeds, while 
matters of vital importance to the public 
remain unconsidered. Tois is a brief 
history of American legislation—brief be- 
cause it is stripped of the sickening de- 
tails of oflice-seeking and office-getting. 
This is also @ brief history of the 
oppression to which the people have sub- 
mitted. 

Tue Constitution is in hopes that 
Great Britain will make a definite move 
in the direction of reciprocity. It would 
not only be sensible and equitable, but 
would open the eyes of our own people 
and, through them, the eyes of our so- 
called statesmen to the enormities of our 
tariff system. Reciprocity is already al- 
luded to by some of the protection or- 
gans as a “retaliatory” scheme, a _ fact 
which faintly foreshadows its effect. It is, 
in brief, a scheme to meet the American 
tariff on its own ground, applying it to 
goodsand articles of American production 
that may seek a market in Great britain. 
The result will open the eyes of our pro- 
ducers, and have a most salutary effect 
on all except monopoly interests.

MESSAGE 


Of Mis Exeelleucy The Governer. 

Execetive DerarTMent, ATLANTA, Ga, 
July 12.--To the General ae fe In 
pursua:ce of my cfficial obligation, | sub- 
mit berein a few suggestions, to which I 
invite your aitention. Some of these I 
regard as possesting special, if not ss 
importance, and, in my jadgment, shoul 
bave careful consideration. Among 
subjects | would now bring to your notice, 

would designate our present "4 

“INSPECTION FEES ON FERTILIZERS,” 

When the Jaw was framed instituting the 
office of “inspector,” it was deemed impor- 
tant that the fees derived from the sale of 
fertilizers in the state should bear the ex- 
pense of such oversight of this traffic as 
would protect the community against im- 
positions. While it might, perbaps, be 
truthfully asserted that this tax was paid 
by the consumers—and they were for a 
very large part couofined to the planting 
community—it is nevertheless also the fact 
that these consumers have been completely 
protected by the operation of the law, and 
the sale of worthless or frandulent manures 
is now rarely complained of. 

The charge of fifty-cents per ton on all 
inspected fertilizers was thought, at the 
time, to be a reasonable one, and it brought 
into the treasury a sum amply eufficient to 
meet all the expenses of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. From twenty--even 
thousand six hundred and  fifty-ei,<ht 
dollars, this sum has increased 
till it bas reached the large figure of 
seventy six thousand two hundred and 
thircy .wo dollars—an amount aliogether 
beyond the current demand cf the depart- 
ment, Whiie there are, perhaps, very few 
who would question the benefit to the 
farmer of the protection against inferior 
or bad fertilizers now secured 
by our state laws, it will be readily con- 
ceded that he:should not be made to pay an 
unreasonable or an unnecessary tax for this 
benefit. A tax of twenty-five cents per 
ton on all fertilizers inspected in the state 
would not only be ample for all the needful 
demands of the department of agriculture, 
but would also enable that valuable brarch 
of the governmentto found and equip an 
“experimental station,’’ which the com- 
missioner of agriculture deems of great im- 
portance in promoting the farming interests 
of the state. Iam clearly of the opinion 
that the present tax should be reduced. 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION, 

In the case of Tilly vs. Tre Railroad Com- 
mission, in the federal court, the right of 
the state to reguiate the railroads and the 
constitutionality of the powers of the com- 
mission were in issue, and fully discussed 
and settled. The main points decided in 
that case by Judge Woods are: 

1. Tnat, independent of the constitution 
of 1877, the right of railroads to estabiish 
their own :chedules of freights and fares 
is subject to legislative control, where 
such railroads are operating under charters 
obtained since January 1, 1863—that is, 
since the adoption of the code. 

2. That the legisiature, under the consti- 
tution of 1877, not only has the power, but 
itis its duty to regulate the freights aud 
fares of ali railroadsin this state, no matter 
when incorporated, so far as to make them 
just and reasonable and to prevent unjast 
discrimination. 

3. That to appoint a commission for that 
purpose is not a delegation of legislative 
power, butis the employment of the proper 
agency to regulate freight and passenge. 
tariffs. 

4. That the act creating the railroad com 
mission of this state is not obnoxious to the 
constitution of the United States or the 
constitution of Georgia, and is therefore 
constitutional. . 

In’ view of the importance of this 
case, and by the request of the railroad 
commission, I employed assistant counsel 
to aid the attorney general. General 
Robert Toombs and Messrs. Mynatt & 
Howell were retained by me. The latter 
firm has been paid a portion of their fee 
out of the contingent fund. Generel 
Toombs has been paid nothing yet. Your 
attention is respectfully called to the 
matter, that provision may be made for the 
payment of these gentlemen. 

I herewith transmit the third semi an- 
nual report of the railroad commission for 
the information of the general assembly. 


TAX COLLECTORS’ B NDs, 

Through mistake, inadvertence, and per- 
haps other causes, a large number of the 
county officers who were elected in January 
last failed to execute and file their official 
bonds within the time prescribed by jaw. 
Under the advice of the attorney general, 
the bonds of these officers filed afterwards 
were accepted, they and their securities 
making aod filing a voluntary written 
agreement that the bonds, though not sea- 
sonably filed, should have the same validity 
and effect as if they had been filed in time, 
and that the legis'ature might pass any 
law deemed proper to give said bonds all 
the force and effect of valid statutory cffi- 
cial bonds, An act legalizing these bonds 
ig deemed advisable. 

NORTH AND SOUTH RAILROAD 


The purchase money for the North and 
South railroad, amounting to ($40 500) forty 
thousand five hundred dollars, was paid to 
the. state on the Ist day of July, and the 
proper transfer of that property has been 
tully consummated. 

THE MACON AND BRUNSWICK RAILROAR, 

The owners of this great interest are 
pressing forward the work of completion 
as contemplated by the law, and bave 
every rea:on to believe that ali their en 
gagements with the state will be fully com- 
plied with. They give satisfactory assurance 
that they will nut only do this as rapidly as 
possible, but that they will build other lines 
of railroad that will op:n up rich and un- 
developed sections of the state, and make 
the Macon aud Brunswick road a link in a 
powerfui and fructifyingsystem. We bave 
in the high character, the ample means and 
distinguished ability of those who have 
this great work in their control the most 
assuring guarantees of its success and good 
mabagement. 

The state is to be congratulated on the 
heavy intlux of capital induced by these 
euterprises as muchas on the jact that they 
will result in the establishment of new 
highways of trade, and they should be met 
in the liberal and courteous spirit with 
which Georgia welcomes all who enter ber 
borders with legitimate purpose or honest 
Intention. 

In conection with the Macon and Bruns- 
wick road I call attention to the fact that 
the state owns along the line of the road 
and adjacent thereto a considerable number 
of lots of lard These lots, in my judg- 
ment, should be disposed of, as they are 
rendered less valuable, day by day, by the 
encro:chment of trespassers. 


YORKTOWN CENTENNIAL 
Preparations are pow progressing for the 
centennial celebration, in October next, of 
the surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown 
It isexpected that this ceremonial will be 
presented in most imposing  torm. 
It will no donbt be participated in 
by every state in the union, end with 
such a display of patriotic feryor as 
such a memorable event will justify. Be- 
fore Georgia can actively and materia!ly 
participate in this celebration, your con- 
sent ard co-operation will be necessary. I 
deem ajl arguments or appeals enforcing 
the duty or propriety of our state taking 
a part, and a leading one, in this 
uugust memorial as altogether uncalled 
for. I am sure there is not a state in this 
union whose entire history bas evidenceda 
higher and truer appreciation of the liberty 
and responsibilities which the victory of 
Yorktown established, nor is there one that 
maintains a more grateful heart towards a 
merciful Providence and the immortal men 
who gave us that victory. 

The presence of this great commonwealth 
should not be wanting ata time when hon- 
ors are to be paid to the names and memo- 
ries of those who won the place we now 
hold among the powers of the earth and 
the assertors of human freedom. —
